Wasurnoton, February 5.—The pregramme 
of business for the senate this wegk is ex- 
tremely simple, the intention of the maj or- 
ity being to press the consideration of the 
fnance committee's tariff measure each day, 
and generally until a late hour in the even- 
ing, to the exclusion of all other than merely 
‘ormal legislative business. Some brief ex 
ecutive sessions will be held, and it is expect- 
ed that adjournment will be taken ata 
comparatively early hour on Tuesday after- 
noon, as 4 mark of respect for the memory of 
two deceased members of the house of repre- 
sentatives, but aside from these interruptions, 
the entire week will doubdtiess be devoted to 
an attempt to complete the consideration of 
the pending bill. Itis very doubtful, how- 
ever, whether the bill can be returned to the 
house by the end of this week. On Tuesday 
afternoon eulogies ‘are to be delivered on 
Messrs. Updegraff, of Ohio, and Hawk, of 
ilinois. 

TO-DAY’S WORK. 

In the senate to-day, at the close of the 
morning business, the tariff bill was taken 
up. but befure any action was taken upon it, 
the senate went into executive session. When 
the doors were reopened the senate resumed 
the consideration of the tariff bill. A motion 
was offered by Mr. Beck to make the duty on 
stockings, bose and half-hose, shirts and 
drawers, fashioned, narrowed or shaped, 
wholly orin part, by knitting machines, or 
frames, or knit by hand, 35 instead of 45 per 
cept ad valorem. Lost—ayes 27, nays 37. Mr, 
Beck then moved to make the rate 40 per 
cent. It was agreed to—ayes 31, nays 25. On 
Mr. Beck’s motion, the rate on cotton cords, 
braids, gimps, ete., not specially enumerated, 
and corse’s of whatever composed, was re- 
due d from 40 to 35 per cent, and the rate on 
cotton la enibroideries, insertings, trim- 
mings, lace curtains and cotton velvets was 
reduce’ trom 40 to i) per cent.

VINCENT AND POLK. 


The Whereabeuts of the Alabamian * till Unknown— 
Suing Fred Wolffe and u Bank. . 

Montoomery, Ala., February 5.—A gentle- 
man of this citv, who came home last night 
from Nashville, says he saw ex-Treasurer 
Vincentin Nashville last Tuesday, about the 
middle ofthe day. Vincent had shaved off 
his whiskers,and the gentleman recognized 
him with difficulty. He finally spoke to 
Vincent, when the recognition became mu- 
tual. Vincent said he had shaved because 
the warm weather was approaching. 

Setma, Ala, February 5.—The sheriff of 
this county levied on the stock of Fred Wolffe 
on the Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile rail- 
road. of which beis president. It was done 
on an attachment of the state of Alabama om 
the defalcation of. Treasurer Vincent. 

It is also said that the above report of Vin- 
cent having been recentiv seen in Nashville 
with his beard shaved off is incorrect. He 
was seen in Nashville by three gentlemen last 
Tuesday, who say he was looking as usual. 

WOLFLE DEFENDED. 

New York, February 5.—Congressman Shel- 
ly, of Alabama, who is in the city, expresses 
the opinion that Fred Wolffe, whose name 
has been used in connection with State Treas- 
urer Vincent, isin no senseresponsible. The 
business of Wolffe, buying and selling cotton 
futures on orders, is regarded as a legitimate 
business, and Mr. Shelly holds that there was 
no impropriety in receiving orders from a 
man as well known as Vincent, any more 


than from any other business 
man. He says that, furthermore, 
a rumor obtained general circulation 


that Vincent was speculating, and as it was 
alleged that he had been successful, and no 
one objected, and no steps were taken to in- 
quire into the propriety of such speculation 
until the revelation of his defalcation. It was 
also said that Vincent was fond of card play- 
ing, and that he played for high stakes. If 
this *is true, says Shelley, the persons who 
played with him, whetber state or bank offi 
cials, or private citizens, could be implicated 
in the default with as much propriety as 
Wolffe 

The attorney-general has brought suit 
against Fred Wolffe for $139 000, and it hav- 
ing been ascertained by the investigating 
committee that this amount of money passed 
through Wolffe’s hands during his transac- 
tions with Vincent, all of Wo fle’s property 
in Montgomery has’ been attached. Attach- 
ment is based on the fact that the committee 
are in possession of both documentary and 
oral evidence that over $139,000 of the state’s 
money was paid Wolfie by Vincent as mar- 
gins on bis speculations 

POLK’S BANK SUED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 5.—Counsel 
for the state to-day entered suitin the cbhan- 
cery court to recover 57,000 dollars. from the 
Mercbant’s National bank of Nashville. This 
amount the defendant charged itseif with, 
and placed to the credit of M. 8. Polk, treas- 
urer or order, as alleged, to enable him to sus 
tain his statement of the conditions of his of- 
fice, which he made to the special committee 
appointed by the extra session of the levisla- 
ture in May, 1882. It is held that by this en- 
try the bank is thereby stopped from denying 
the indebtedness. The complainants bill fur- 
ther alleges that the action of the bank in 
proteciing Polk at that time caused the state 
to lose nearly 100,000 dollars, the amount of 
defalcation wh.ch occurred after May, 1582.

| FIRE AND FLOOD. 


A SEA OF FIRE AT THE STANDARD 
OIL WORKS. 


How the Liquid Destructive Carried Disaster Around 
~The Sweliimg of the Freshets in Onio and 
Other Stat e—Storms on Land and at Sca 
~The Damage by the Elements. 


CLEVELAND, February 5.—The fire at the 
Standard oil works is nearly exhausted. The 
scene of the conflagration resembles. chaos. 
and it will take two years to restore the 
works to their condition of two days ago. 
Three hundred thousand dollars is probably a 
moderate estimate of the company’s loss. 
The following are the details of the fire: 
Early Saturday morning the water of a small 
creek called Kingsbury Run, rose far beyond 
its usual height and spread over hundreds of 
acres of low land surrounding a leaky petro- 
leum still of the Standard oil works, located 
a considerable distance above the company's 
main works. The escaping oil and refuse 


were swept down the stream and carried un- 
der the boilers of the great western oil works, 
which were nearly submerged. The oil be- 
came ignited and floated to a tank containing 
5,000 barrels .of crude petroleum, 
which took fireand exploded, spreading the 
blazing oil in all directions, some being car- 
ried to Merriam & Morgan's paraffine works, 
below, which were also fired. Continuing 
down the stream the flaming flood next at- 
tacked the tanks of the Standard oil works, 
located in the valley, one after another of 
which took fire. Five twelve thousand bar- 
rel tanks, two five thousand barrel tanks, 
four stills, one agitator, an engine house, five 
hundred feet of railway trestie and various 
small works were destroyed. The tanks were 
not all full. Not less than 
50,000 barrels of oil were consumed. The 
total loss by the fire is a matter of specula- 
tion. It is estimated at from $150,000 to $300,- 
000. The machinery and stiils were worth 
$27,000. Six steam fire engines and three 
hook and ladder companies worked ali day, 
and a large force of the depariment all night. 
The oi] must a}) burn wLen it once takes fire. 
Throwing water on it only scatters it without 
extinguishing the flames. The firemen have } 
to direct their efforis to prevent the fire from 
spreading. They bave been Jaburing at great 
disadvantage, because much of the territory 
where the conflagration is raging is covered 
with six fee t of water. 


THR RAGING FLOODS. 


Northern Streama Exeeed Their Banks and 
Cause Great Damage. 


CLEVELAND, February 5.—The flood was at 
its height at noon, Sunday. The riveris ten 
feet higher than at its original stage, and the 
Hats are ecvered with lumber vards, elevators, 
iron works, machine shops, flour mills, pack- 
ing houses, factories of various sorts, and ratl- 
road freight houses, more or less submerged. 
It is estimated that 23,000 000 feet of lumber 
and from ten to fifteen miilien shingles were 
washed from the lumber yards. The Valley 
railroad is under water for miles, and its 
bridges, near the weightlocks,«re swept away 
Two mills of the Cleveland paper company 
containing forty tons of paper, are in water, 
pearly to the top of the first story. There is 
less dumave to the shipping than was feared, 
The tug Florence is sunk. The schooners 
and steamboats were tossed about, but most 
of them rode through with little injury. The 
freshet is the most desfructive ever known 
bere, and the water is higher than since 1859. 
Some think even higher than then. The 
damage is scarcely less than a million, and it 
may be greater. The rain has ceased, the 
weather turning rapialy cold. , The heavy 
rains have done great damage throughout 
thispart of the state, and western Pennsyl- 
vania. On all the streams the high bridges 
are carried away, the farms inundared, prop- 
erty and live stock carried away, three bridges 
on the Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad 
are carried away. Two freight 
trains went through the bridges near Mans- 
field, in which one brakeman was killed, an- 
other losta leg. A dispatch to the Leader 
from Mt. Vernon reports the Kokomo river 
hooming. The bridge on the Baltimore and 
Ohio road was carried away while a freig it 
train was crossing. All the train hands es- 
capad except one who was drowned. 

BRaDFORD SUBMERGED. 
Braprorp, Pa., February 5.—Bradford was 
visited on Saturday night by a disastrous 
flood, which inundated about 500 houses 
The lower part of the city was submerged; in 
some Cases to a depth of ten feet. The flood 
was caused by the rains of Friday and Satur- 
day, and the melting of the snow in the 
mountains. Five bridges were swept away, 
and several houses were badiy damaged or 
totally destroyed. Kighty-five families on the 
flats between here and Erport, living in one- 
story houses, had to flee fur their lives when 
the ice gorge broke, leaving ail their effects. 
Mapy of the houses were swept away. The 
waters are now subsiding, and all fears of fur- 
ther damage are over. 

AKRON UNDER WATER 
Akron, Ohio, February 5.—It has rained 
steadily bere since last Friday, and this en- 
tire region is flooded. .The little Cuyabuga 
river rose three feet ina short time in tne 
sixth ward, making five timesiis usual vyol- 
ume. Almost all the factories in thatsection 
of the city aresubmerged. The water swept 
awdy John Kennedy's house, and Mrs, Ken- 
nedy barely saved her three children. Mary 
Strapp was drowned. The house of Harrison 
W. Green was flooded, and he and his chil- 
dren were rescued wiih difficulty. Great 
damage has been done to property. The 
damage aggiegates $50,000. The rain fell Sat- 
urday night in torrents, and in the southern 
part of the city it was feared that the upper 
basin would give away, empting Summitt 
lake into the lower basin, and flooding the 
entire valley through the business center of 
the city, but bard work all night averted this 
disaster. A number pf bridges were carried 
awuy,and there were washuuts on all the rail- 
roads, 
There is no damege to the Cleveland and 
Columbus road, and trains are on time.: Em- 
porium, Pennsylvania. announces that the 
passenger train op the Buffalo, New York and 
Philade) phia railroad, whicheft Olean at six 
o'clock this morning, for Buffalo, plunged 
into the creek near Ischua. Engineer Hall 
and Fireman Buggs were killed, and Con- 
ductor Love was seriously injured. Several 
passengers were slightly iujured. The acci 
dent was caused by the high water undermin- 
ing the track. :

WHEELING. 
At Wheeling, West Virginia, the Ohio riv- 
ea is now 31 feet high, and is rising at a rate 
of 7 inches per hour. Its surface is a mass of 
ice and slush, with a large quantity of drift- 
wood, barrels, fences and small bridges. 
About noon a barge with two wagons passed, 
and shortly after a flat with anew buygy,one 
end being sunk. The fair grounds of the 
State exposition association and other low 
parts of Wheeling island are under water, as 
well as a few of the low portions of the main 
art of the city. Some of the residents of the 
island, the streets of which are submerged by 
high water, are moving out. 

PITTSBURG. 
At Pittsburg the loss by flood in the Alle- 
gheny river 18 estimated at $100,000, and 
a number of lives are reported lost on the 
wrecked barges One barge was washed away, 
and, floating down, endangered the bridges 
connecting Pittsbug with Allegheny City. 
The Monungabela river hes not been flooded, 

COLUMBUS, OHIO, 


| Reports from all parts of central Obio show 
the highest water to be from six to twenty 
inches above the highest before resiotered. 
The Scioto river was ten inches higher than 
| ever before, and the damage was enormoas, 
mostly to inundated portion of the west side. 
Over one hundred families had to quit their 
bomes. The river at noon to-day had fallen 
two feet, and the worst is over. 
INDIANAPOLIS, 

At Indianapolis the White river reached its 
highest at noon to-day. It is the highest point 
it has ever been known to reach, It has just 
commenced to recede—1:30 p.m. The dam- 
age, though very serious, cannot be estimated 
as yet. Eight inches of water was on the floor 
ot the engine house of the water works, and it 
was feared that the supply of water for the 
city would be cut off. but that danger is ap- 
parently over. The Wabash river is high at 
ail points, and two spans of the Wabash, 8t, 
Louis and Pacific raijroad bridge is down. 

LOGANSPORT, INDIANA. 

At Logansport, Indiana, tue regular trains 
are abandoned. The floods ibroughout the 
State are general, wearly all the railroads 
having suffered damage from washouts and 
loss of bridges. On account of the disordered 
condition of the telegraph lines it is difficult 
te get correct information. 

THE TOTAL LOSS IMMENSE. 

At Ganton, Ohio, one hundred houses were 
flooded and several local railroads in Obio 
have suspended operations, and a number of 
railroad accidents are reported, involving an 
occasional Joss of life and destruction of an 
immense amount of property. The losses 
directiy caused by flooded incidental thereto 
by rezson of stoppage of iron furnaces, foun- 
dries, miils and factories ure enormous, and 
it will be a long time before the total can be 
intelligently reached. Estimates now 
coming are probably extravagant 
but actual facts are serious enough. 
Wasurnoton, February 5.—The telegraph 
communication which has been utterly de- 
moralized and at times. wholly suspended 
during the lust two days in the western 
peninsuia of Michigan, western and northern 
Ohio and Indiana, is being restored, and de. 
tails of the losses by the flood are pouring in 
by thecolumn. Thecountry around Cincin- 
nati escayved damage in flooded districts; 
the water having come to a stand still, and 
In some places have begun to subside and 
people are taking account of stock. A dis- 
natch from Cleveland, Ohio, says: The heaviest 
losses by the flood to lumber firms are as fol- 
lows: Monroe Brothers, $80 000; Forbes, 
Barston & Co., $60,000; Cleveland saw 
mitt and luinbercow pany, $50,000; Scturt« vant 
& Co,, $20,000; Hawley & Newion, $13,000 
Lust, King & Co., $10,000. Another Cieve- 
land dispatch gives the following account of 
the railroad status: Lake Shore trains are 
running partiy over the Bee line. The bridge 
over the Huron river is gone and half of the 
Fremont bridge is down. The Nickel-Plata 
Huren river bridge is expected to be repaired 
to-day. On the Cieveland and Pittsburg road

PUBLIC OFFICIALS GUARDED. 

Dustin, February 5.—Some months ago the 
head of the criminal investigation depart- 
ment organized a system of espionage similar 
to the methods of procedure adopted in Penn- 
sylvania in bringing the Molly Maguires to 
justice, and in connection therewith Mr.

TREAL OF THE ASSASSINS, 

Dustin, February 5.—Tlhe investigation of 
the charges against the persons implicated in 
the alleged conspiracy to murder government 
ofticials was resumed to-day. Kilmainham 
court house was again denaeky crowded. The 
general audience largely consisted of lords, 
high cfficials, cOllege professors and profes- 
sional men, showing with what careful dis- 
crimination the tickets of admission to the 
court bad been issued. Before the magis- 
trates took their seat, Michael Kavanagh, a 
carman. was marched into the prisoners’ 
dock between two policemen. This new de- 
parture caused much speculation. The pris- 
oner bas a low, retiring forehead and sinister 
uppearance. He looks anxious and nervous. 
A little girl witness, named Ellen Brophe, 
identified Kavanagh asthe driver of the car 
which contained the men who intended to 
assassinate Field, the juryman.

Getrering of the Clans at Darien-Oid Rolies Brought 
to View—The Advaroe of Spring— Tre State 
Agriculture) Scote'y— Brighter Prospects 
in Gumter Coufty—An Old Bist».

The gathering of the clans in Darien was an 
epoch in the bistory of Georgia. The leading rep - 
resentative of the clan, Grubb, musing upon the 
coming celebration in Savannah, institutes a com- 
parison between the haggard refugees from the 
debtors’ prisoners who found homes in Savannah 
under Oglethorpe, andthe kilted clansmen who 
were ststioned at Darien as a buiwark against 
Spanish aggression. The settlement of Savannah, 
according to the Gazette, was one of pure philan- 
trophy, but for the settlement of Darien and Fred- 
erica Genera] Oglethorpe selected the bold and ad- 
venturous sons of the clans McIntosh, McDonald 


and others. It then says: 

Darien has held its own, and there are many de- 
«cendents of those high spirited clans, living to-day 
in Meintush county, whom the Hanoverian govern- 
mei t was only too glad tosee abandon the cause of 
the exiled Stuarts ard depart forever from the 
shores of Scotland. Whateverthere was of the ro- 
mance of history inthe material out of which the 
early settlers of Georgia was composed, certainly 
clustered around these adventurous Seotchmen 
Recall the her-ic careerof Brigadier McIntosh and 
other llustrious men of that name, the massacre of 
Glencoe, and the devotion of Flora VeDonald, in 
the old world, and.in the new. the sieges of St, Au- 
gustine and Frederica, the battle of Bloody Marsh 
and the scouts and hardships “on wild 
Altamas’s banks’? in Georgia, and the palm 
must be awarded to Oglethorve's highland regi- 
ments foral) thetis stirring and chivalric in that 
epoch of our history. We doa’t know what will be 
the progremme on the day the Savannahians cele- 
brate. There has been no sort of recognition of 
Darien, official or otherwise, that we know of, as a 
contemporary settlement. We have thought it 
would have been a good idea, however, on that 
occasion, not only to have Oglethorpe and Tomo- 
chichi reproduced, but also some native Savan- 
nahians in o'd time English tights ard bue*le 
-shoes. Salzburgers from Effingham county in many 
breeches and broad hats,and the descendants of 
the Highlanders of McIntosh in their bonnets and 
kiifs without anv ‘‘breeks’’ whatever. But if our 
proud fellow-citizens of Georgia’s great seaport are 
ashamed of little Darien and the descendants of the 
cattle reiving contemporaries of their more peace- 
ful ancestry, we will have to try and get up next 
year a little sesqui-ceatennial of our own.

COTTON SEED OIL. 


A New Source of Wealth to Southern Planters—The 
Cost of a Miil and What it Will Do. 


From the Athens, Ga,. Banner. 

“Why do you not urge upon the farmers 
of the coantry the importance of extracting 
the oil from their cotton seed?” asked Hon. 
James M. Smith, the mammoth planier of 
Oglethorpe, of us yesterday. 

We replied by asking Colonel Smith to tell 
us all he knew in regard to the matter. 

“You can get fuller information on this 
subject from Professor White than any o:e 
else, for he has analyzed seed both before and 
after extracting the oil and can tell you the 
exact valueof each. Hs has clearly demon- 
strated, however, that both for a feed or fer 
tilizer the cotton seed is worth more after ex- 
tracting the oil than before. Actual experi- 
ment, too, by practical farmers, has proved 
the professor to be correct. I had rather bave 
one bundred pounds of cotton seed meal un- 
dera crop of any kind tuan the best ammo- 
niated guano that you can buy. Itis just as 
valuabie as a fertiJizer, yet don’t fire the crop 
so badly during a drought. This may look 
like a surprising statement, yet never- 
theless itis true. You can take the meal and 
sprinkle it just as thin as you would guano, 
and itis fully as yaluable, pound tor pound, 
as the highest brands. Why wesouthern far- 
mers have lost a fortune by not knowing this 
svoner. Here we have been expending mill- 
jons annually for a commercial fertilizer, aud 
then wasting a much better article right at 
home. Letus now investigate this matter 
and see what a farmer’scotton seed are worth. 
I have thoroughly informed myself on the 
snbject and know what I am talking about. 
A bushel of cotton seed will yield one-half 
gallon of oil, which is worth at wholesale 
twenty cents. Besides this it 
turns out twenty-five pounds of 
meal, and putting this at the same price of 
guano, we have fifty cents worth of fertilizer 
or stock feed. There are thirty bushels of 
seed in every bale of cotton—a clear profit to 
the farmer of $15, leaving out the value of 
the oil, So putting cottun at 11 cents per 
pound, you see the seed brings him.in more 
than a third as much as the lint, upon which 
crop we have heretofore solely depended for 
ourmoney. Cotton seed are to-day worth 35 
cents per bushel to the grower, and I be- 
lieve that in less than five years they will 
bring 40 or 50 cents. Our people are gettin 
fast aroused to this new source of wealth, te 
it won’t be many years before you will see a 
cotton seed oil mill in every neighborhood. 
Farmers will carry their seed to it the same 
as they now do their corn to some grist mill. 
It will enable us to raise cotton cheaper, save 
the money we are now paying for guano, and 
at the same time restore our wornout lands. 
I tell you these cotton seed oil mills are the 
grandest enterprises on this continent, and 
will be worth more than any other manufac- 
tory we could build. They are going to reyo- 
lutionize the agriculture of the south, and 
you know that we farmers badly need a 
change of some kind.”’ 

‘Can you give us any estimate as to the 
cost of one of these mills?” we asked. 

‘Yes; for I have been writing for prices, 

with a view of putting up one myself. To get 
a mill in running order will cost about $1,800; 
but they can and will soou, be built cheaper. 
A large company is now at work in Peoria, 
Illinsis, on these mills, and intend to manu- 
facture a smaller size. for farm purposes. I 
do not know what they will be worth, but 
they will doubtless bein thereach of all, 
They will have them on exhibition in Cin- 
cinnati by next summer.” 
Mr. Smith is no visionary man, but a solid, 
practical farmer, who never indorses a thing 
unless he knows what he is doing.

one market, whilst those in another market 
will lose money, and vice versa, sometimes 
the importers of one place will make bigger 
profits than the importers of the other, and 
sometimes they will make bigger 'osses than 
the other, and vice versa, What Ido say is, 
that because the New York importers of 
Seotch pig iron may be obliged to sell. their 
iron $4 per ton, relatively, cheaper than the 
Montreal importers are obliged to sell theirs 
at a certain date, is no proof that the New 
York importers bought their pig iron $4 per 
ton less than the Montreal importers bought 
theirs. A careful reading of the article from 
the Canadian paper will show that whoever 
penned it was most desirous of leaving the 
impression en the minds of those who might 
read it that in consequence of our pro- 
tective duties that the Scotch maker actually 
sold bis pig iron to New York importers tour 
dolars per ton cheaper than he did to the 
Méntreal importers. I have no hesitation in 
saying that whoever wrote the article knew 
better. They carefully refrained from assert- 
ing that the ‘foreign exporters dropped their 
prices in order to keep our market.’’ They 
did not even stultify themselves by saying 
that they believe such to be the case. The 
argument is most sharply—cunninogly put, to 
deceive the pubic. The writer of that arti- 
cle probably knew that there is scarcely any 
rad “cut finer’ than the pg iron trade in 
Glasgow. Neither the New York or the Mon- 
treal importers of Scotch pig iron can buy iz 
a penny a ton below the market price at the 
time they buy it. Great prominence 1s given 
in the extract above quoted to the discrep- 
ancy of $4 per ton in the profits or losses 
of the importers of pig iron in Yew York and 
in Montreal. I think Il can see an object in 
this—the writer wished to put inquirers on 
the wrong scent. We are not so much con- 
cerned as to when the importers are making 
or losing mouey, for in the long run we know 
that they will get enough in enhanced price 
toreimburse them for the duties they pay 
and the living expenses attending the busi- 
ness. Like all businesses, I take it that some 
will get rich in it and some will fail. 

Itis the seven dollars per ton that we are 
concerned about, that the consumers in this 
country pay, not only on that which is im- 
ported, but that which is produced at home. 
For that which is imported they find seven 
dollars per ton paid into the treasury; for 
that produced at home they pay also seven 


dollars per ton extra, but the govern- 
ment gets no part of it. It is said 
that the pig iron manufacturers 


have made little or no money of late—cer- 
tainly not a net profit of anything like seven 
dollars per ton. The people of the United 


\Stutes have paid the extra seven dollars per 


ton on the pig iron produced at home, as well 
as that imported, but where has it gone? 
How much of it has been retained by the 
home producers as profits, and how much of 
it has been wasted in indemnifying them for 
doing a losing business? I should like for 
some one who has the statistics, to give the 
number of tuns of pig iron imported in 1882, 
and the number of tons produced at home, 
and some reasonably approximate estimate 
of the profits per ton that have been realized 
on tbat made at home. That deductel from 
compels the cénsumers to pay extra, will 
show the waste and loss that the system has 
occasioned. . In jike manner I would like to 
see every item inthe tariff bill sifted. How 
much of the enhanced price that it forces the 
consumers of this country to pay goes to the

GUIN ON TOP. 


Gevernor Stephens Decides the Contested Election 
Cause From Washington County. 
Yesterday Governor Stephens heard the contested 
elec'ion case of Smith vs, Guin, ftom Washington 
county. The contest was over the office of tax-re- 
ceiver. Mr. Rodgers of Heinz & Rodzers, made an 
argument for Mr. Guin, the contestant. Mr. Lang- 
made, representing the contestee, Mr. Smith, sub- 
mitteda brief. Notice of the time for hearing the 
matter has been served on both sides. Aftera 
thorough hearing of the case Governor Stephens 

issued the followtng order: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, State of Georgia, At- 
lanta, Ga., February 5, 1883.—In the matter of the 
election of receiver of tax returns of Washington 
county. on the 34 day of January last, the returns 
made to the state department show that A. W. Guin 
received 559 votes and W. P. Smith received 529 
vot 8. 

W.P. Smith contests these returns mainly upon 
the following grounds, to wit: 

1. Because Cement C. Browa, one of the 1Aana- 
gers of the election held in the city of Sandersville, 
was nota freeholder or judicial officer of said coun- 
ty, or otherwise legally qualified to act as one of 
the managers of said election. 

2 Because the managers of seid election, to-wit: 
Wm Duggan, N. P.and E. A. Sullivan and the 
said Brown fai'ed to keep three tally sheets and 
lists of voter: as required by laws 

3. Because the managers of said election did not 
take the oath prescribed by law before they entered 
on the discharge of their duty. 

4. Because the said managers failed to sign their 
names in full to the oath prescribed by law to be 
taken by managers of the elections before they en- 
tered on the discharge of their duty as such. 

Upon a thorough examination of the volumnious 
testimony in this case, itis my opinion that the 
contestant has not made out his case The 
fact that the superintendents at Sandersville 
precinct did not sign their names in full to the 
oath taken by them. but only signed their Christian 
names by initials, did not, in my judgment, vitiate 
the return. As to the third ground. it does not 
appear from the testimony that the said superin- 
tendents each read the oath for himself and sub- 
scribed it, and though this was not the usual mode 
in which such oaths are taken, yet as they all testify 
that they read the oath, and took it with all the 


obligation they would have taken if ad- 
micistered by another, it seems to me that 
this was quite a sufficient compliance with 
the law. <As to the second ground, it does 
also appear from the . testimony that while 


there were three lists kept there were only two 
tally sheets, This was crrtainly nota strict com 
pliance with the law in such cases, yet, as there 
was no charge of frand, or any allegation whatever 
of unfairness in the election, it seems te me that 
this ‘sa case clearly within section 1234 of the code, 
as follows: “‘No election shall be defeated for 
non-complianve with the requirements of the law, 
ifheld at the proper time and place by persous 
qualified to hold them, if it is not shown by that 
non-compli.nce the result is different from what it 
would have been bad there been proper compli 
ance, 

This brings me to the consideration of the first 
ground, which alleges that Clement C. Brown, 
one of the managers of the election, was not a free- 
holder in the terms of the law, and was therefore 
ciequalified to act as one of the said managers. 
The law only requires thata superintendent of au 
election such as this was shall be a freeholder—it 
foes not require that they shall be the holder of a 
freehold in the county in which the election is held. 
He shall be a resident of that county, and alsoa 
freeholder, The testimony shows conelnsively that 
Mr. Brown was a freeholder, though the freehold 
estate was in another county. The fact that he 
stated on cross-examination that he did not 
pay taxes on that freehold is quite im- 
material to the mer'ts of thiscare. His own testi- 
.mony is positive, that the freehold belongs to him, 
though another party baving use of it temporarily, 
pays the tax and has doné so for some time. 

The laws of Georgia does not require*‘any owner 
of property to make return of it for taxes when he 
knows the taxes are paid by another The contest- 
ant relies epee tbat construction of the law which 
would imply thatan election manager must be a 
freehoider of the county in whfch the election is 
held, or that the fre-hold possessed by the manager 
must be located in the county of his residence. 
The law does not so state. The requirement is 
simply that be be a freeholder, and he himself a 
resident of the county. Penal statutes 
are always to be strictly construed, but statutes af- 
fecting liberty and franchise are always to be lib 

erally construcd. Giving this eonstruction to this 
statute, and with a view to carry out the will of the 
people, when fairly expressed through the regular 
channels of the law, I hold that Brown was a free- 
holder unde: the law, and therefore not disquali 
fied from acting as a manager. After full and thor- 
ough investigation of the questiou involved in the 
above case, and bearing the briefe of both parties,. 
as well as the briefs and arguments of theircounse), 
it is therefore, ordered 

That a commission do issue toA. W. Guin forth- 
with, the candida e who received the highest num- 
ber of votes, according to the returns in the state 
department.
